PROMISSORY NOTE AMD TENDER. 

An action was brought to recover the 
valne of certain bonds which had been 
pledged with a banker for the payment 
of a not\ and which the holder of the 
note had converted to his own use. The 
maker of the note tendered the princi- 
pal and interest on the note on the day 
when, by its express terms, it was pay- 
able, and demanded the bonds pledged. 
The holder refused to take the amount 
and give up the bonds because he 
claimed the right to hold the bonds as 
security for the payment of another 
claim he had against the maker of the 
note. The defense set up was that the 
tender of the principal and interest of 
the note could not be legally made be- 
fore the note was due, and that as it 
carried grace it did not fall due until 
three days after the tender was made. 
The court said: 1. The parties having 
treated the note as due on the day when 
by its terms it was payable, the rights 
of third persons not having intervened, 
the days of grace must be considered as 
waived. 2. A banker or broker has no 
lien upon securities pledged with him 
for the payment of a particular debt for 
a general balance due him, or for the 
payment of any other claim whatever. — 
Wyckoff vs. Anthony, New Jfork Court 
of Appeals. 

SUBSCRIPTION LIABILITY. 

Certain persons subscribed to build a 
cheese factory and the subscriptions 
were made payable to the building com- 
mittee, who were named in the subscrip- 
tion paper and who were also subscrib- 
ers. One of the subscribers refusing to 
pay after some of the subscriptions had 
been paid in, the building committee 
sued him. The defendant pleaded that 
the committee had no authority to sue 
and also that, as the subscription was 
voluntary only, he was under no legal 
obligation to pay it. The court 
gave judgment against the defend- 
ant and said : The undertaking, 
while it was inchoate and incomplete, 
was not binding on the defendant. It 
was without a consideration. It was not 
a sufficient consideration that others 
joined in the same promise relying on 
his promise. The defendant might then 
have withdrawn from the project, or he 
could continue in it until" it was com- 
pleted and subscriptions paid, as in this 
case, and then he would be bound. The 
building committee were competent 
parties to sue for the subscription. Un- 
der the agreement they were to be paid, 
and, bein?; subscribers themselves, they 
represented the association.— Carr vs.

NEW PROMISE. 

To take a debt out of the statute of 
limitations, the new promise must be 
definite and show the nature and amount 
I of the debt, or must distinctly refer to 
I some writing or to some other means by 
which the nature and amount of it can 
be ascertained. Or there must be an 
acknowledgment of a present subsisting 
debt from which a promise to pay such 
debt may be implied. But a more dis- 
tinct promise is required to deprive a 
bankrupt of the exemption secured by 
his certificate, and it has been held that 
payment of interest or principal 
indorsed on the note by the debtor hi in- 
sufficient to warrant a jury in in- 
ferring a new promise to pay the resi- 
due of the debt. — Riggs vs. Roberts, 
Supreme Court of North Carolina/ 

MORTGAGE. 

A grantee of a mortgageor who merely 
purchases the equity of redemption is 
not liable to the mortgagee for any part 
of the mortgage debt not satisfied by 
sale on foreclosure. But if he purchases 
the property of the mortgagee and as a 
part of the contract of purchase assumes 
and agrees to pay the mortgage indebt- 
edness, he becomes personally liable 
and an appropriate 
tained against him 

ity under the contract. Where a party 
receives a warranty deed containing a 
clause that it is made subject to a mort- 
gage given upon the land by the grantor 
to a third person, this of itself will 
create no personal liability on the part 
of the grantee to pay the outstanding 
incumbrance.— Rapp vs. Stoner, Su- 
preme Court of Dlinois.

■ — There are in the world sixty-five 
valuable breeds of cattle, of which, savs 
Dr. A. S. Heath, "we have as yet ap- 
propriated only eleven, and, even of this 
sixth we have, most of them we possess 
so sparingly that we cannot supply one- 
tenth of the males needed from which to 
breed grades." With the exception of 
Short- 1 1 irns and Jerseys, we have con- 
siderable herds, ami of these two breeds 
we have not one each where we should 
have hundreds. If the general farmer 
and the dairyman were fully awakened 
to the needs of their case, there would 
indeed be a "boom" in pure-bred cattle. 
—Cleveland Herald. 

Cooked Food for Hogs. 

In the matter of the value of cooked 
food as compared with that which is un- 
cooked, our position is simply this: When 
food is high, as it is at present, we be- 
lieve it will pay to cook it. On the other 
hand, when it is cheap we do not think 
it will pay for the trouble. That cooked 
food produces larger results is implied, of 
course, in what we have just said, and of 
that fact there is no doubt. We do not 
think, however, that it would be entirely 
wise to count upon such results as some 
have claimed to achieve by feeding 
cooked food, for while we do not doubt 
that all the reports of record are true, we 
do not think that every one would be 
equal to some of them. Much must 
necessarily depend upon the surround- 
ings of the feeder. His hogs must be as 
good naturally as those which have pro-' 
duced the best results; his system of cook- 
ing must be as thorough as it was in 
these cases, and the care of the hogs 
must be as good. Some of our largest 
breeders and feeders in the West have 
given it as their opinion that cooking in 
the corn districts will not pay, an opin- 
ion that is virtually based upon the same 
grounds that we stand upon when we say 
that it will not pay to cook when feed is 
cheap. Hogs require something besides 
dry corn. They need something of more 
bulk, and cooking will supply this. It 
may be supplied, however, in o'ther ways 
when corn is cheap to a better advan- 
tage. We believe, as we have frequently 
stated, that the everlasting feeding of 
dry corn is the cause of much of our hog 
disease ; and while cooked corn is not free 
from the objections that are valid against 
dry corn, it will furnish something that 
will more fully distend the organs, and 
thus conduce to health. The true waw 
of feeding is to feed a mixed food, 
whether the corn is cooked or uncooked. 

One Western feeder gives it as his opin- 
ion, after years of feeding corn that is 
cooked, that the system saves one-fourth 
of the grain. He feeds corn two parts 
and oats one part, a very excellent mix- 
ture. Now if his estimate is correct, it is 
easy to determine when it will pay to 
cook feed for hogs. If corn were 
worth only twenty-five cents a bushel 
it would not pay to cook. If it 
were worth fifty or sixty cents, it 
would pay. In an experiment by an- 
other Western feeder, he found that 
while pigs of the same litter gained ten 
pounds to a bushel of raw corn, those that 
were fed on cooked corn, gained fifteen 
to the bushel. This was saving one-third 
of the grain. Another carefully recorded 
experiment seemed to demonstrate that 
cooked food would yield a profit of twen- 
ty-five per cent over uncooked. The ex- 
periments of H. 6. Clay, a Kentucky 
feeder, are already familiar to many of 
our readers. After a very thorough trial, 
he was satisfied that he could get at 
much pork from one bushel of corn fed 
in the shape of cooked meal, as he could 
get from three bushels of uncooked com. 

From these experiments which doubt- 
less give the results of feeding cooked 
and uncooked feed, when fed under the 
most favorable circumstances, any ono 
can judge

to the other side and looked at the corn 
with the othor eye; then she took a 
single grain up in her bill, and held it a' 
moment, and then swallowed it: then she 
carefully picked up two or three more 
grains, ate them and flew away. This 
delighted us grandchildren very much. 
The next night she seemed to have found 
out that corn was as good for wild ducks 
as it was for tame ones; so 
she walked up among the 
other ducks, and when Grandfther 
threw thorn down the corn she ate it up 
as fast as ever she could. In the course 
of a few weeks, when Grandfather called 
the ducks, she would fly out of the water, 
and would be the first one to be fed, 
and before spring came she would eat 
out of his hand. So it went on until the 
early part of May, when the leaves were 
out and meadows were dotted over with 
the golden dandelion, and blue in spots 
with tufts of violets. Then we all no- 
ticed that Old Wildey would occasion- 
ally leave the flock and fly away out of 
sight, and after a while return again, 
until one day, about the middle of May, 
(she disappeared and we saw her no more. 
However, about the first of November, a 
flock of seven wild duck were seen on the. 
lake, aud when the tame ducks came 
home to be fed, one of the wild ducks left 
the iiock and came up and ate corn with 
them. It was Old Wildey! And so it 
has been every year since. About the 
middle of Mav, when the ice begins to 
break up in the Northern lakes, Old 
Wildey "leaves her winter home to go 
north; and every autumn, about the tir.-t 
of November, she returns to her old home 
in Pennsylvania. Each year. Grand- 
father and Grandmother and the aunts 
and grandchildren, wonder if Old Wil ley 
will come back. This time, when Auntie 
Hannah came in and told Grandfather 
that Old Wildey had come, he put aside 
his newspaper, and went to the feed-room 
for some corn, and called out; "Come 
along home, my duckie," when Wildey 
just flew out of the water and came up to 
him and ate the corn out of his hand. Al- 
though she had been away for six months, 
she had not forgotten the voice that 
called her, or the hand that had fed he - 
during winter. 



Direct Law. 

The laws of Arkansas mav not differ 
materially from the Legislative enact- 
ments of other States, but legal construc- 
tion and the extent of wayward range 
granted to Judges in this State, viewed 
from the rigorous standpoint of an old 
common law Judge, would seem to possess 
such points of grave difference, if not 
directly conflicting features when com- 
pared with decisions-rendered in the East. 

An Arkansaw gentleman, being with- 
out money, attempted to travel on a rail- 
road train without price. When the 
conductor called for his ticket, the gen- 
tleman replied: 

"I have no ticket, ia fact I belong to 
that class of American gentleman who 
don't have to have tickets." 

Then the conductor insisted upon re- 
ceiving money. "I have in tooney," the 
man declared. "I. belong. to that class 
of citizens that don't iiaridle very much 
revenue." 

"I'll have to put you off," said the 
conductor, and he pulled the bell rope. 
"I greatly desire to travel on this train; ' 
pleaded the American gentleman. "I 
have been frank enough to make the 
humiliating confession that I have no 
money. Many a man would not have 
made so generous an acknowledgement, 
and I think that a courteous interchange 
of frankness and commendable openness 
of declaration demand that you should 
let me ride on this train." 

This piece of logic, though delivered 
with warmth, and with some evidence of 
elocutionary training, failed in its intended 
effect, and the gentleman was ejected 
from the car. Shortly afterwards he 
brought suit for damages, and after a 
long and interesting hearing of the cause, 
the Judge delivered the following charge 
to the jury: 

"The plaintiff boarded the tram for 
the purpose of traveling a short distance. 
He had no money, a fact which he frank- 
ly confessed. There was plenty of room 
in the car, so the plantiff was in no one's 
way. The train is in the habit of travel- 
ing the road, in fact, it has to go along 
there. The train would have arrived at 
its destination just as soon if the plaintiff 
had been on board. The machinery 
would not have been worn anv more by 
hauling the plantiff: The President of 
the road would not have been in the least 
injured. And now, in view of all these 
facts, that the train had to go anyway ; 
that there was plenty of room in the car' 
and that the train would not have been 
injured by the plaintiff, I charge you 
to bring in a heavy judgment in favor 
of the plaintiff, and that, as a healthful 
example to all parties concerned, the 
conductor be sent to jail for six months, 
and also that the clerk of this court fur- 
nish the President of the road with an 
account of these proceedings, together 
with an opinion that he, the President, 
don't live far enough up the creek to 
tramp on the coat-tails of this court." — 
Arkansaw Traveler.
